ST.  LUKE'S  HOSPITAL 


On  the  eishteenth  of  February,  1864,  under  the  leadership  of 
Dr.  Clinton  Locke,  Rector  of  Grace  Church,  occurred  the  founding 
of  St.  Luke's  Hospital  and  later  that  year  the  Hospital  became 
incorporated.  The  history  of  the  growth  of  the  Hospital  from  that 
time  to  the  present  well  represents  the  interests  and  efforts  made 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  friends  of  the  hospital. 

A  small  frame  house  on  State  Street  near  Eldridge  Court  accom¬ 
modating  seven  patients  was  the  nucleus;  later  that  year  a  nearby 
brick  house  was  rented  and  facilities  were  provided  for  eighteen 
patients.  In  1871  the  Hospital  moved  to  Indiana  Avenue  and 
occupied  a  part  of  the  present  site.  A  few  years  later  steps  were 
taken  to  erect  a  well  designed  hospital  and  by  1891  the  capacity 
became  one  hundred  and  fifty-two  beds.  An  urgent  need  for  a 
private  patient  pavilion  developed  and  in  1908  the  "George  Smith 
Memorial"  was  erected  on  Michigan  Avenue  with  accommodations 
for  one  hundred  and  ten  patients. 

A  twenty-one  story  building  on  Indiana  Avenue  was  completed 
In  1925  and  provides  for  five  hundred  and  forty  patients.  A  por¬ 
tion  of  the  older  building  still  stands  on  Indiana  Avenue  but  the 
new  building  occupies  the  greater  frontage.  In  this  building  the 
entire  twelfth  floor  is  allotted  to  education  and  social  activities  of 
the  School  of  Nursing  and  consists  of  classrooms,  laboratory,  as¬ 
sembly  room  and  a  very  attractively  furnished  reception  room. 
Three  floors  are  used  as  living  quarters  for  the  student  nurses  and 
are  so  arranged  as  to  insure  privacy.  "Stickney  House,"  the  present 
residence  for  nurses,  was  erected  in  1898  and  provides  comfortable 
surroundings  for  the  students. 

St.  Luke's  Hospital  is  one  of  the  large  general  hospitals  of 
Ch  icago  which  renders  to  the  public  the  double  service  of  a  private 
institution  where  most  efficient  and  luxurious  hospital,  medical  and 
nursing  attention  may  be  enjoyed  and  at  the  same  time  expert 
care  given  free  of  charge  to  those  unable  to  pay.  The  bed  capacity 
of  the  H  ospital  including  the  private  pavilion  is  six  hundred  and 
fifty-nine  beds. 

St.  Luke's  is  literally  at  the  gateway  to  Chicago's  Loop  district. 
Hence  being  the  nearest  large  hospital  it  Is  looked  to  as  an 
emergency  center  for  the  multiplicity  of  emergency  and  accident 
cases  that  daily  arise  where  there  is  a  high  concentration  of 
population. 
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EDUCATIONAL  FACILITIES 


The  School  of  Nursing  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  organized  in  1885, 
is  an  integral  part  of  the  Hospital  and  governed  by  the  same  Board 
of  Trustees.  Six  nurses  graduated  in  the  first  class  and  with  that 
beginning  the  enrollment  gradually  increased  until  at  the  present 
time  there  are  approximately  forty  students  graduating  each  year. 
Over  twelve  hundred  nurses  have  received  diplomas  from  this 
School,  many  of  whom  have  filled  or  are  now  occupying  responsible 
positions  in  all  parts  of  the  country. 

The  founders  of  the  School  felt  that  a  high  grade  of  nursing 
service  could  be  secured  for  the  patients  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital  by 
organizing  a  school  where  young  women  seriously  interested  in 
humanitarian  service  could  be  trained  not  only  for  hospital  work 
but  for  nursing  In  the  community  as  well.  Thus  the  purpose  has 
been  to  provide  thorough  instruction  and  experience  in  the  care 
of  the  sick  and  also  instruction  in  the  principles  of  health  and 
hygiene  to  better  serve  the  community  in  the  varied  field  of  Public 
Health  Nursing. 

St.  Luke's  Hospital  offers  unusual  opportunities  for  instruction 
and  experience  in  nursing.  It  is  one  of  the  largest  general  hospitals 
for  the  reception  and  treatment  of  acute  diseases  in  Chicago. 
Practically  every  type  of  patient  enters  the  hospital  and  the  student 
has  the  privilege  of  studying  and  nursing  these  patients  when  she 
is  having  her  hospital  assignments  in  the  medical,  surgical,  obstet¬ 
rical  and  children's  departments  of  the  hospital.  Opportunity  for 
instruction  and  experience  is  also  given  in  the  eye,  ear,  nose  and 
throat  department,  operating  rooms,  diet  kitchen,  out-patient  and 
social  service  department  and  in  the  private  pavilion  of  the  hospital. 
The  hospital  is  so  designed  and  equipped  to  afford  the  most  modern 
scientific,  medical  and  nursing  service  to  the  patients. 

A  library  containing  reference  books,  charts,  pamphlets  and  nurs¬ 
ing  journals  has  been  established  in  connection  with  class  rooms  on 
the  twelfth  floor  of  the  Main  Building.  A  very  complete  Medical 
Library  is  located  on  the  eighteenth  floor  of  the  Main  Building  and 
frequently  used  for  reference  reading  by  the  faculty  and  students 
of  the  School  of  Nursing. 

The  faculty  of  the  School  of  Nursing  consists  of  administrators, 
instructors,  supervisors  and  head  nurses  who  are  well  qualified  in 
the  responsibilities  they  have  assumed.  Dietitians  and  Social 
Service  workers  Instruct  and  direct  the  nurses  In  those  departments. 
The  lectures  In  the  clinical  subjects  are  given  by  members  of  the 
Medical  Board  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital  who  are  associated  with  the 
medical  schools  of  Northwestern  University,  University  of  Chicago 
and  University  of  Illinois.

It  is  our  intention  to  stress  the  relation  between  this  sub¬ 
ject  and  the  practical  work  of  the  nurse,  rather  than  to 
emphasize  its  laboratory  aspects.  An  historical  introduction 
is  given,  explaining  the  advent  of  asepsis  in  surgical  and 
nursing  technique.  Demonstrations  are  given  in  the  creation 
of  a  sterile  field,  the  setting  up  of  infectious  precautions, 
the  processes  of  sterilization,  disinfection,  etc.  Special 
emphasis  is  placed  on  the  pathogenic  bacteria  and  methods 
of  control.  A  foundation  is  laid  for  the  study  of  infectious 
and  contagious  diseases,  and  the  fundamental  principles 
of  sanitation  are  presented.

5.  Elements  of  Pathology  and  Urinalysis  15  Hours

The  material 
presented  is  selected  with  a  view  to  clarifying  and  expand¬ 
ing  the  courses  in  Dietetics,  Materia  Medica,  Physiology 
and  such  other  subjects  as  suggest  a  close  correlation  with 
chemical  theory.  The  reactions  that  occur  in  digestion, 
drug  administration,  disinfection,  and  in  other  procedures 
of  practical  importance  to  the  nurse  are  stressed.  Gastric 
and  urinary  analyses  are  explained.

The  principles  of  Public  Health  Nursing  and  their  applica¬ 
tion  in  the  special  fields  such  as  V.N.A.,  school  nursing, 
nursery  schools,  infant  welfare,  pre-natal  and  post-natal 
clinics,  industrial  nursing,  venereal  clinics,  and  many  others 
are  considered  from  the  standpoint  of  the  individual  nurse, 
the  organization,  administration  and  support  of  the  service. 

A  general  picture  is  presented  to  the  student  nurse  of  the 
fundamental  problems  facing  modern  society  with  em¬ 
phasis  laid  upon  the  close  relation  between  health,  social 
and  economic  problems.

GENERAL  PLAN  OF  PRACTICAL  WORK 


I.  The  Preliminary  Period  (5  months) 

Th  is  covers  the  first  five  months  following  entrance.  During 
this  time  the  student  adjusts  herself  to  the  hospital  routine 
and  completes  the  basic  course  in  practical  bed-side  nursing 
and  the  theoretical  courses  most  closely  related  thereto.  Dur¬ 
ing  this  period  the  student  spends  an  average  of  two  hours 
daily  in  practical  work  on  general  medical  and  surgical  wards. 


The  importance  of  this  period  and  this  work  is  such  that 
students  falling  to  complete  it  in  a  satisfactory  manner  are 
dropped  from  the  roll  at  the  end  of  the  period.  It  is  not  to 
be  inferred  from  this,  however,  that  failure  to  make  passing 
grades  or  do  satisfactory  practical  work  will  not  eliminate  the 
student  at  the  close  of  later  semesters. 


2.  Medical  and  Surgical  Nursing  (12  months) 

During  the  course  of  the  three  years  the  student  spends 
approximately  twelve  months  in  the  actual  nursing  of  medical 
and  surgical  cases.  Students  will  have  experience  with  both 
ward  and  private  patients  and  in  both  day  and  night  routine. 
The  schedule  provides  approximately  a  48  hour  week  for  the 
student. 


3.  Obstetrical  Nursing  (4  months) 

The  student's  time  in  this  department  is  divided  between 
care  of  mothers,  care  of  new-born  infants  and  service  in  the 
birth  rooms.  The  student  will  assist  at  a  minimum  of  twelve 
deliveries. 

4.  Pediatric  Nursing  (3  months) 

The  student  will  spend  3  months  in  the  children's  ward.  She 
v/ill  have  extensive  experience  with  feeding  problems  and  will 
serve  a  definite  assignment  in  the  formula  laboratory. 

5.  Operating  Room  Service  (3  months) 

The  student  will  spend  3  months  in  the  Operating  Rooms, 
her  experience  Including  assistance  at  both  major  and  minor 
operations,  in  general  surgery  and  in  the  specialties. 
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Nurses'  Station,  Main  Building 


6.  Diet  Kitchen  (2  months) 

Under  the  supervision  of  the  chief  dietitian  and  her  assistants 
the  student  has  experience  in  the  preparation  of  therapeutic 
and  special  diets. 

7.  Neurological  Service  (2  months) 

All  students  spend  two  months  in  the  Neurological  Ward  to 
which  various  types  of  nervous  and  mental  disorders  are  ad¬ 
mitted.  Only  rarely  does  a  private,  general  hospital  have  a 
service  of  this  kind,  and  St.  Luke's  students  are  fortunate  in  the 
opportunity  it  affords  them  to  obtain  experience  in  the  treat¬ 
ment  and  care  of  these  conditions. 

8.  The  Out-Patient  Department  (9  weeks) 

St.  Luke's  Hospital  affords  through  this  department  valuable 
observation  of  a  multiplicity  of  conditions  not  seen  on  the  hos¬ 
pital  wards.  The  Social  Service  Department  also  introduces  the 
student  nurse  to  family  and  home  investigation.  Each  student, 
during  one  week,  accompanies  an  investigator  on  her  rounds 
to  the  homes  of  our  out-patients.  A  total  of  nine  weeks  is 
spent  in  this  department.

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REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 


Educational  Requirements 

Only  graduates  of  accredited  high  schools,  or  those  who  have 
completed  work  equivalent  to  a  four  year  high  school  course,  are 
admitted  to  the  St.  Luke's  School  of  Nursing.  A  blank  will  be 
supplied  the  applicant  for  the  transcription  of  her  high  school 
record.  In  the  selection  of  students  preference  is  shown  those  whose 
scholarship,  as  evidenced  by  their  high  school  record,  has  been  of  a 
high  order. 

A  standard  academic  high  school  course  is  preferable,  as  a  back¬ 
ground  for  nursing  education,  to  a  commercial  course,  or  a  course 
in  which  vocational  subjects  occupy  a  prominent  place.  The  prefer¬ 
able  high  school  course  to  present  as  a  basis  for  work  in  a  school  of 
nursing  would  be  constituted  as  follows: 

English — 4  units 

Foreign  Language — 2  to  4  units 

Science — 2  to  4  units 

Mathematics — M/2  to  3  units 

Social  Science  (History,  Civics,  Government) — 2  to  4  units 

Electives  (Music,  Art,  Domestic  Science) — A  maximum  of  4  units. 

It  would  be  better  to  study  a  specific  science  in  high  school  than 
to  take  a  year's  work  in  "General  Science."  A  unit  in  Chemistry, 
Botany,  Physics  or  Physiology  is  preferable  to  this.  Moreover,  the 
student  should  know  that  while  a  commercial  course  may  be  valuable 
for  commercial  purposes,  it  will  be  of  practically  no  assistance  in  the 
work  here.  The  applicant  should  present  sixteen  high  school  units 
for  entrance,  and  not  more  than  four  of  them  should  be  in  the 
electives  mentioned  above,  or  in  commercial  subjects. 

Personal  Qualifications 

Admission  is  limited  to  applicants  between  19  and  30  years  of 
age,  who  can  show  testimonials  of  good  character  and  seriousness 
of  purpose.  The  School  considers  it  inadvisable  to  admit  or  retain 
married  women. 

Health 

The  applicant  Is  required  to  present  a  report  of  physical  exam¬ 
ination  made  by  her  family  physician,  this  report  submitting  that 
the  applicant  is  without  physical  ailment  or  defect  that  would  prove 
a  handicap  in  nursing.  Certification  showing  immunization  against 
small-pox  and  typhoid  fever  within  one  year  of  entrance,  is  also 
required,  as  is  a  statement  from  the  family  dentist,  testifying  to 
the  satisfactory  condition  of  the  teeth.  Blanks  are  supplied  the 
applicant  for  the  presentation  of  these  reports. 
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EXPENSES 


Registration  and  Entrance  Fees 

St.  Luke's  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  assesses  an  entrance  tee  of 
one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00).  Of  this  amount,  ten  dollars  ($10.00) 
Is  In  the  nature  of  a  registration  fee,  payable  at  the  time  of  accept¬ 
ance,  to  guarantee  a  room  reservation  In  the  nurses'  home.  The 
remainder,  ninety  dollars  ($90.00)  Is  due  on  the  day  of  entrance. 

Laboratory  Fee 

A  laboratory  fee  of  $10.00  Is  assessed  each  student;  it  is  payable 
upon  the  day  of  entrance. 

No  part  of  either  entrance  or  laboratory  fee  will  be  refunded  if 
the  student  leaves  for  personal  reasons  or  is  dismissed.  No  portion 
of  these  fees  is  refunded  If  the  student  Is  not  definitely  retained  In 
the  school  as  a  result  of  inferior  class  or  ward  work,  or  because  of 
physical  incapacity. 

Other  School  Expenses 

The  cost  of  text-books  during  the  three  years'  course  will  be 
approximately  thirty-five  dollars  ($35.00).  Approximately  twenty 
dollars  of  this  amount  will  be  required  during  the  first  year. 

A  deposit  of  $1.00  must  be  made  for  closet  and  room  keys. 
This  amount  is  refunded  when  the  student  leaves  the  school,  upon 
the  return  of  the  keys.  If  the  keys  are  lost,  another  deposit  must 
be  made  to  secure  replacement. 


Personal  Expenses 

St.  Luke's  Hospital  grants  no  monthly  stipend  or  wage  to  students. 
Student  nurses  receive  maintenance  which  includes  room,  board  and 
laundry.  They  are  supplied  by  the  hospital  with  uniforms  adequate 
to  their  needs.  The  student's  personal  expenses  will  depend  upon 
her  individual  taste  and  financial  means.  There  is  no  way  student 
nurses  may  earn  money  while  pursuing  their  studies,  as  their  entire 
time  is  occupied  in  carrying  out  the  school  program.  With  careful 
planning  most  students  are  able  to  get  along  very  well  if  they 
have  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  a  year  available  for  personal 
expenses. 

Students  who  have  been  enrolled  in  the  school  two  years  and 
are  in  need  of  financial  assistance  may  be  granted  small  loans  from 
a  fund  established  for  this  purpose.  The  money  is  loaned  with 
the  understanding  that  it  will  be  returned  to  the  fund  as  soon  as 
possible  after  graduation. 
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STUDENT  HEALTH  PROGRAM 


The  health  prosram  is  conducted  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Welfare  Director  who  endeavors  to  teach  the  students  principles 
of  personal  hysiene  and  their  practical  application  in  the  promotion 
of  h  ealth.  Upon  arrival  each  student  is  siven  a  careful  physical 
examination,  including  an  x-ray  of  the  chest. 

Students  are  urged  to  report  promptly  any  indisposition.  When 
ill  they  are  hospitalized  and  attended  by  members  of  the  Medical 
Staff  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital. 

Health  examinations  are  given  each  year,  and  recommendations 
for  the  welfare  of  each  student  are  carefully  followed. 

Time  lost  because  of  illness  must  be  made  up. 

VACATION  AND  ABSENCE 

Students  are  allowed  four  weeks'  vacation  each  year  or  twelve 
weeks  during  the  three  years.  Vacations  are  usually  planned  during 
the  months  of  June,  July,  August  and  September  of  each  year. 
Students  are  not  permitted  an  extension  of  vacation  time  and 
will  be  considered  on  leave  of  absence  if  they  do  not  return  on 
scheduled  time.  They  will  then  be  reinstated  at  the  convenience 
of  the  School. 

Students  are  not  permitted  to  absent  themselves  for  personal 
reasons,  except  in  the  case  of  extreme  illness  of  members  of 
their  immediate  families.  Students  are  not  granted  leaves  of  ab¬ 
sence  to  nurse  relatives. 

RELIGIOUS  INFLUENCE 

While  St.  Luke's  Hospital  was  founded  under  the  direction  of 
leaders  in  the  Episcopal  Church,  the  question  of  creed  never  enters 
into  its  work,  either  as  to  patients  or  the  selection  of  students  in 
the  school.  Grace  Episcopal  Church  is  closely  affiliated  with  St. 
Luke's  Hospital  and  is  located  on  Indiana  Avenue,  adjoining  the 
Hospital.  Daily  chapel  services  are  conducted  for  the  nurses  by 
the  Chaplain.  Students  are  encouraged  to  attend  church  services 
of  their  preference  at  least  once  on  Sunday. 

STUDENT  ACTIVITIES 

The  Herman  H.  Hettler,  Jr.,  Fund  was  established  in  1930  to  be 
used  for  the  comfort  and  pleasure  of  the  nurses.  The  income  from 
this  bequest  of  ten  thousand  dollars  materially  aids  in  working  out 
worthwhile  extra-curricular  program. 
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Through  the  Nursing  School  Committee  of  the  Woman's  Board, 
as  well  as  through  individual  members,  the  social  and  home  life  of 
the  student  nurses  has  been  made  attractive  and  comfortable. 

Each  class  has  its  own  organization,  officers  and  faculty  advisor 
and  throughout  the  year  many  special  parties  and  teas  are  enjoyed. 
All  recreational  activities  are  planned  in  accordance  with  the  desires 
and  pleasures  of  the  student  group. 

STANDARD  OF  CONDUCT 

The  conduct  expected  of  students  is  such  as  any  self-respecting 
earnest  woman  will  recognize  as  embodying  only  those  requirements 
that  are  fair  and  necessary  in  an  institution  of  this  kind. 

House  regulations  in  printed  form  are  presented  to  the  student 
upon  her  arrival,  and  it  is  understood  that  her  presence  in  the  school 
indicates  her  perfect  willingness  to  cooperate  with  the  school  admin¬ 
istration  in  maintaining  these  regulations. 

SCHOLASTIC  STANDARDS 

Attendance  upon  all  scheduled  classes  is  obligatory.  Only  illness 
is  accepted  as  an  excuse  for  absence.  Written  examinations  are 
given  at  the  conclusion  of  all  courses,  upon  which  a  grade  of  75% 
is  required  for  credit.  All  courses  must  be  completed  satisfactorily 
before  the  student  will  be  presented  to  the  State  Department  of 
Registration  as  eligible  for  state  examination  and  registration. 

It  has  never  been  permitted  preliminary  students  to  retake  exam¬ 
inations  on  which  they  have  failed.  Such  failures  constitute  a  basis 
for  elimination  from  the  school. 

Upper  class  students  may  retake  an  examination  once  only.  A  fee 
of  ten  dollars  is  charged  for  retaking  an  examination. 

GRADUATION  AND  AFTER 

The  diploma  and  pin  of  the  school  are  granted  to  students  who 
have  successfully  completed  the  required  course  in  nursing.  Com¬ 
mencement  exercises  are  held  at  the  close  of  the  school  year.  The 
hospital  and  school  continue  to  be  interested  in  the  nurse  after 
graduation  and  endeavor  to  give  her  assistance  In  securing  desirable 
positions  in  the  phase  of  nursing  she  is  best  qualified  to  enter. 

In  order  to  practice  as  a  Registered  Nurse,  graduates  are  re¬ 
quired  to  pass  the  examination  given  by  the  Department  of 
Registration  and  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois.  This  entitles  the 
nurse  to  registration  by  reciprocity  or  examination  in  other  states. 

All  graduates  of  the  School  who  are  in  good  standing  and  are 
registered  nurses  are  eligible  to  membership  in  the  St.  Luke's 
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Hospital  Alumnae  Association.  This  Association  was  organized  in 
1897  and  is  most  helpful  in  maintaining  high  professional  standards 
among  the  graduates  of  the  School.  Membership  in  the  Alumnae 
Association  admits  the  graduate  to  the  district,  state  and  national 
nursing  organizations.  She  is  also  eligible  for  membership  in  the 
American  Red  Cross  Nursing  Service  and  the  Army  and  Navy 
Nurse  Corps. 

APPLICATION  FOR  ENTRANCE 

Application  must  be  made  by  letter,  in  the  applicant's  hand¬ 
writing.  A  personal  interview  in  addition  is  very  desirable,  however, 
and  is  expected  of  all  applicants  living  within  a  distance  making 
it  reasonable  to  request  it.  Students  appearing  for  an  interview  will 
receive  their  physical  examinations  at  the  same  time. 

Applicants  unable  to  arrange  for  an  interview  must  submit 
photographs  with  their  applications. 

Classes  are  admitted  twice  yearly,  in  October  and  in  March. 
Students  cannot  enter  at  any  other  time.
